Augusta has for many years been 
considered a fine Military Academy, 
yet it could be the finest. In orderl to 
achieve the rating as the finest, we 
must literally shine at Government In- 
spection. 

In the spring of every year a group 
of officers are sent by the government 
to review the cadet corps of the coun- 
try. These officers rate the schools 
accordingly. 

To get this rating we must start now 
to prepare, instead of waiting till the 
last minute. Last year we made one of 
the finest records of the schools of this 
area, but the records were mixed up 
and we did not receive our full rat- 
ing. Yet there were many mistakes 
made that should and could have been 
avoided. : 

We have a fine group of officers who 
are interested in our learning the work, 
yet many of us haven't even opened 
our tactics books. Our rooms are not 
kept in the condition they could. Dust 
is swept on the stoops, cigarettes are 
thrown around the post. There are 
no regulations on uniformity of rooms. 
Favoritism is shown by some officers. 
At West Point or V.M.I. there is no 
trouble like this. We realize that the 
officers here are handicapped because 
they do not have the system and dis- 
ciplinary measures which they have at 
West Point and V.M.I. That does 
not mean that when the ‘class of °45 
graduates it should not look back with 
pride on the year which ‘they have 
given Augusta their very best and 
made it tops. 

Yes, gentlemen, you're good, but you 
could be a lot better. Let’s get on the 
ball from now on. This is a challenge 
—-don't let Augusta down. :

Virginia Leads In Representation 


A study of the roster of cadets at 
this school yields many — interesting 
facts about state representation.
